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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  ROXBURY  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and   Citizens,    Town  of 
Roxbury : 

I  herewith  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

TEACHERS  AT  THE  CENTER 

Only  one  change  was  made  in  teacher  personnel  from  that  of  a 
year  ago.  Miss  Dolly  Thomas  withdrew  in  order  to  complete  her 
third  year's  work  at  Farmington  Normal  School.  To  take  her  place  in 
the  primary  room  Mrs.  Freda  Thomas  was  appointed.  Mrs.  Thomas  is 
an  ex-teacher  and  her  appointment  meant  a  continuation  of  Miss 
Thomas'  excellent  work  for  the  previous  two  years.  Both  teachers  in 
this  school  manifest  an  especially  enthusiastic  spirit  in  their  work 
which  means  a  most  favorable  schoolroom  atmosphere. 

FRYE  SCHOOL 

Early  in  the  year  it  was  found  possible  to  accommodate  the  sixth 
grade  at  the  Center.  Consequently  with  the  organization  including  only 
riie  first  five  grades,  the  program  has  been  somewhat  simplified  as  com- 
pared with  previous  years.  This  is  Miss  Cashman's  second  year  at  Frye. 
With  a  year's  background  and  a  somewhat  more  favorably  organized 
school,  it  is  fair  to  expect  a  prosperous  year.  Miss  Cashman  has  shown 
a  commendable  initiative  in  encouraging  the  formation  of  a  neighbor- 
hood P.  T.  A.  A  pleasing  cooperative  spirit  is  being  developed 
throughout  the  community  which  should  result  in  a  wholesome  reaction 
in  the  schoolroom  itself.  A  teacher  reinforced  by  sympathetic  parent 
attitude  is  sure  to  render  her  best  service. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  REGISTRATION 

The  fact  htat  there  is  such  a  large  number  of  Roxbury  boys  and 
girls  in  high  school  testifies  to  the  favorable  influence  in  the  grades. 
Xt  the  present  time  there  are  fifteen  registered  in  Mexico  and  Rumford 
high  schools.  The  number  will  be  even  greater  another  year  with  only 
one  graduating  in  June  and  several  entering  in  September.  The  financial 
obligation  thus  involved  (approximately  6  mills)  is  no  slight  matter  for 
the  taxpayer's  consideration. 

REPAIRS 

As  a  major  project  it  was  decided  to  paint  the  building  at  the 
Center.    Sufficient  paint  was  purchased  to  cover  the  west  and  south 
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sides.  The  west  side  was  finished  and  the  south  side  awaits  further 
appropriation  for  labor.  Painting  the  remainder  of  the  building  (north 
and  eat)  may  be  deferred  a  year  or  two  longer. 

In  closing  this  brief  report  I  wish  ot  express  my  appreciation  for 
the  co-operative  attitude  on  the  part  of  all  directly  concerned  in  carry- 
ing on  the  work  of  the  schools.

In  the  lame  of  the  State  of  Mair.e  you  are  hereby  required  lu

its  tax  liens,  tax  mortgages,  and  tax  deeds. 

To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  said  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  for  State  Aid  Road  Con- 
struction (in  addition  to  the  amounts  regularly  raised  for 
the  care  of  ways,  highways  and  bridges)  under  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  19,  Chapter  28,  Revised  Statutes  of  1930 
or  under  the  provision  of  Section  3,  Chapter  229,  Public 
Laws  of  1937. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  assessors  to 
rescind  any  amounts  appropriated  by  the  Town  for  State 
Aid  highway  construction  in  excess  of  the  amount  re- 
quired to  meet  State  apportionments. 

To  see  if  the  said  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  School  Committee  to  continue  school  where 
an  average  attendance  of  eight  scholars  has  not  been 
maintained  during  the  past  year. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  said  Inhabitans  of  the  Town  will  vote  to 
extend  the  power  line  from  the  residence  of  Ronald  Scott 
to  the  Town  Hall  and  wire  the  Town  Hall  and  school 
room  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

Article.  18.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  said  Inhabitants  of  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  advertising 
our  natural  resources,  advantages  and  attractions,  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  5,  Section  82,  of  the  Revised  Sta- 
tutes of  1930,  said  sum  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  State  of  Maine  Publicity  Bureau. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  said  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  will  vote  to 
accept  a  town  way  leading  from  the  State  Highway,  near 
the  Roxbury  Village  Cemetery  to  the  residence  occupied 
by  John  Canwell  and  branches  leading  to  the  residence 
occupied  by  Murdock  Beaton  and  also  leading  to  the 
residence  occupied  by  Cleveland  Ladd,  according  to  a  sur- 
vey made  by  Marshall  Reed  in  1938,  the  minutes  of  which 
survey  are  on  record  with  the  Town  Clerk  of  the  Town 
of  Roxbury.
